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Lecture On Mark Twain 


Last Friday evening, Oct. 26, 
the students of Mount Hermon 
School were entertained in Cam 
Hall by William Webster Ellsworth 
from the hour of seven to eight 
o’clock. Mr. Ellsworth is a great 
grandson of Noah Webster and a 
good friend of the late Samuel 
Clemons, better known as Mark 
Twain. He lectured on the .sub- 
ject of Samuel Clemons’ life and 
works. 

Mr, Ellsworth discussed Mr. 
Clemons’ life in general, and also 
in reference to his books, the most 
noted of which are Tom Sawyer, 
and Huckleberry Finn. However, 
the speaker said, that Samuel 
Clemens stated that his best work 
was Joan of Arc. This book was 
his most poetic work, and while 
not so well known, is considered 
his best. 

Mr. Ellsworth told of Clemens’ 
life from his boyhood to his very 
last days, giving amusing and in- 
teresting events from the high 
spots of his life. He told of Clem- 
ens’ acquaintance with other peo- 
ple, and how-they felt about a man 
who, in his early life was consid- 
ered very rash and impudent. The 
relationship of his life in connec- 
tion with his stories was also a 
very interesting part of the lec- 
ture. For example, all of the char- 
acters in the books Tom Sawyer, 
and Huckleberry Finn, were ac- 
tual people in the life of the very 
young Samuel Clemens. His moth- 
er furnished the inspiration for the 
EenpwnS character of Aunt Pol- 


Another item that was men- 
tioned was the fact that Clemens 
received many honors from vari- 
ous institutions and colleges. 
Among these, and probably the 
most distinguished, was the degree 
of Doctor of Literature bestowed 
upon him by Oxford University. 

Altogether, Mr. Ellsworth pre- 
sented a very interesting, accurate 
and. amusing characterization of 
Samuel Clemens, and a very de- 
lightful description of his works 
and experiences.

Chapel Speaker

Miss Zilla Hawes, a member of 
the staff of the Highlander Folk 
School in Monteagle, Tennessee, 
was the speaker in chapel on Tues- 
day. Miss Hawes ,a Vassar grad- 
uate, has been a social service 
worker among the people of the 
south and also in Philadelphia. She 
spoke of the lack of education 
among the Tennessee Highlanders 
and how, at the time the school 
was founded to help them, they 
asked to be taught psychology and 
cultural geography. Miss Hawes is 
especially interested in the labor 
movement in this section of Ten- 
nessee, in aiding the people’ in 
their struggle with the textile mills 
where small wages barely enable 
them to buy their daily food. When 
these mills shut down, the prob- 
lems of the unemployed Highland- 
ers were solved as much as pos- 
sible by the Folk Sehoo) staff. A 
cooperative laundry has been set 
up in Monteagle, not to better liv- 
ing but as a step toward a new 
social order. 

Racial problems were discuxsed 
with the school staff and as no 
negroes lived in this section, a 
negro was asked to come’ and 
speak to the people. .1e impressed 
them very much. The school staff 
also worked with the church and 
put social gospel into practice. All 
this work iv being done in the 
Tennessee Highlanders and _ the 
Folk School staff is constantly aid- 
ing the people and training them 
to be leaders in industrial affairs 
and to be aware of everyday prob- 
lems in the community and what 
to do about them.

Students Hear Chinese Native 
Tell Of Leprosy

| were most fortunate on Wednes- 
| day morning in hearing the Rev. 


T. C. Wu, pastor of a large church 
in Ningpu, China, speak on lep- 
rosy. Mr. Wu was Mating to be sec- 
retary among unfortunate lepers 
in China, and has done much to- 
ward promoting a medical cure in 
their behalf. 

Christ asked his disciples to heal 
the sick,—but to cleanse the lep- 
ers. The first has been done by 
medical missionaries while the sec- 
ond hasn’t been attended to. Lep- 
rosy has been thought incuratl.le. 
The lepers were dear in the tart 
of the Lord. Christ mentioned no 
disease but leprosy. He didn’t say 
that the disciples were to help 
those afflicted with tuberculosis or 
cancer, but merely lenrosy. In 
Christ’s mind the leper suffered 


more than anyone else and was} 


most misunderstood. In India rela- 


tives of those afflicted with leprosy | 


perform a funeral service over the 


diseased, after which the leper is | 


expected to commit suicide. His 
children will then be immune to 
death. 

In the South Sea Islands lepory 
are burned to death. In some 
parts of China lepers are arrested 
and shot to death. It is thought 
best by the people to put them out 
of the way. To the Christian this 
is a wrong policy. Lepers were 
also put in graveyards and on see- 
ing a person approach were or- 
dered to throw up their hands and 
ery, ‘‘Unclean, unclean!" or be put 
to death on refusal. During the 
Crusades in France there were 
many lepers. Louis XIV had lep- 
rosy as did Robert Bruce. The 
United States has over 4,000 cases 
of leprosy today, but there are 
more cases in tropical lands, there 
being 3,000,000,000 in the entire 
world. Africa and Asia lead in 
the number of cases while China 
alone haa over one half million. 
The Christians are the only people 
who have made any effort to help 
lepers. 

This disease once considered in- 
curable is no weurable. This is 
one of the marvellous discoveries 
of the twentieth century. Thou- 
sands have been cured in China. 
Christ is certainly repeating his 
miracles in this world by such 
medical service aw is being discov- 
ered and practiced. The gospel is 
being preached to the lepers and 
their children are being educated 
and aided in choosing a_ trade. 
Thus leprosy is an inter-national 
problem and unless it can be 
stamped out, anyone is susceptible 
to it.

His only 
injury was an abrasion on the arm. 

The body of Wilder was taken 
to the Lamb funeral parlors. He 
was the son of John and the late 
Mary E. Wilder and was born in 
Hinsdale. He was one of a fam- 
ily of six children, and had always 
lived in town. He had recently 
been employed on the federal 
sewerage construction. 

Wilder is survivedby his father; 
two sisters, Mrs. weon Hull of Wal- 

ole and Mrs. Hazel Passeneau of 
sbingham, Mich.; two brothers, 
Ralph and Hiarold Wilder of Put- 
ney, Vt. 

Roberts was thrown clear of the 
car when it struck the tree, but 
Wilder is thought to have been 
underneath when it turned over.

Fear In Children 


Manv parents ask, ‘‘Why does 
my child have fears?” “Where do 
they come from, and how can they 
be cured?” Except for fear of 
falling and of loud noises which 
are instinctive, fears in children 
are probably all due to experience. 

Many people develop fears in 
| children without knowing it. The 
child who is thrown into the air, 
for instance, under the impression 
that he enjoys it. As a matter of 
fact, it is usually far from an en- 
joyable experience because the 
child vets a senesation of falling— 
one of the two things which ap- 
pear to cause fear even at birth. 

ft {fs well to keep loud noises 
away from young babies. Shout- 

ing adults, dor slamming and the 
like, should be restrained. On the 
other hand, keeping the entire 
household quiet during the chil- 
dren's sleep or rest hour is unne- 
cessary. Children will become ac- 
customed to ordinary sounds. 

Fear is one of the most common 
emotions eexperienced and is pre- 
cipitated by many situations. il- 
dren should never be frightened. 
Frightening children is a serious 
mafter and may bring about seri- 
ous consequences, Yet, many 
adults take it as a joke. Fears 
may be planted by false alarms, by 
exaggerated threats or by {magin- 
ary bogies. Someone tells the child 
that if he is not quiet ,someone 
wil Iget him; that if he doesn't 
obev, the policeman will come, etc. 

Going to the movies or reading 
wtories which are terrorizing or 
false to life may cause fears to de- 
velop in a child. Stories or movies 
for little children should contain 
no gruesome, cruel elements and 
no frightening situations. From 
these experiences a child may be 
made afraid of the dark, of dogs 
and other objects. Even night ter- 
rora have developed in children 
from having been told stories of 
giants who come at night to cut 
off children's heads, etc. 

A common wav of developing 
fear in a child iw caused by talk- 
ing about things he thinks will 
hurt him. The parents who talked 
about the dreadful catastrophes 
| caused by lightning, about bur-

Even in the best 
homes fears of some kind may 
tuke root and flourish. In trying 
to manage these, first of all, re- 
spect the child's fear. It has a bas- 
ic cause and igs & reality to the 
child. Do not try to laugh it off 
by dorision or shame. A sense of 
humor with a quality of sympathy 
helps to turn the trick. Fears of 
children are foolixh and unreason- 
able to us because of our limited 
understanding are foolish and un- 
reasonable to us because of our 
limited understanding of the ex- 
periences through which the child 
passes. Do not try to scare him 
out of his fear by scolding or false 
threats. Remember that the prob- 
lem is one of character foundation. 

Here are a few rules laid down by 

& prominent expert in child hy- 

viene. 

Do not plant unwholesome fears 
by false ealarms, by aggra- 
vatted threats, or by imagin- 
ary bogies. 

Do not let the child go to movies 
which are absurdly terrifying 
or false to life. 

In ne same spirit guide his read- 
ng. 

Keep the child's body fit. It makes 
for mental as well as phvsical 
resistance. Physical stamina 
reduces exaggerated fears. 

Fear needs regulation and control. 
It iu no more a disease than 
hunger. We should not try to 
banish fear in a child a 
though it were a germ but to 
give him {nstead the example 
and pattern of fear control.
